Stockholm, Sept 28.—The Swedish 


chambers has finally ratified the trans- 
fer ot sovereignty of the Baltic seaport 
of Wismar from Sweden to the empercr 
or Germany; and thus-one of the most 
Infamous of medieval Swedish cities 
Becomes, in the twentieth century, a 
German possession.

tave IV, of Sweden, being in need of 
money, borrowed from Duke Frederick 
Francis I, of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. a 
sum of over 11,000,000, mortgaging as 
security the city of Wismar, on the 
coast of Mecklenberg-Scbwerin.

petition for an injunction filed by Sol- 
icitor Smythe, praying for a restrain- 
ing order, enjomingithe gas company 
from requiring any of its consumers 
to use meters, and to enjoin the gas 
company from refusing to furnish gas 
at a flat rate. 


The city based its right of action on 


the fact that the franchise granted the 
company in 1898, for a period of ter 
years, gave the'company the right to 
"charge for such gas furnished, at the 
rate of 25 cents per 100 cubic feet." 
That under this franchise the com- 
pany has been furnishing gas at a flat 
rate; that under- the franchise the 
company had a right to elect whether 
it would furnisfr gas at a 'flat rate or 
by meter, and thai;-at the time of ac- 
cepting the franchise it did and Sias 
since elected to furnsh gas at a flat 
rate, and by this action, plaintiff con- 
tends, the company is pstopped for a 
period of ten years, from requiring 
consumers to change and use same by 
meter 
Plaintiff 
also says that the 


company's proposed action will in- 
volve large expenditures on the p?rt 
of all consumers. 


Judge Seward decided the case in 


favor of the gas company, and re- 
fused the restraining order He based 
his decision on the fact that under the 
franchise 
ordinance, 
the 
company 


could charge no more than 25 cents 
per 1000 cubic feet, but In said ordi- 
nance there was an utte1 failure to 
make any provisions for flat rate. All 
contracts for flat rate are between the 
company and the individual consumer, 
and are outside of and not controlled 
by the provisions of the franchise or- 
dinance. If the gas companv interferes 
with the provisions, of any of these 
contracts, entered into between, said 
company and the ^ndivmual consumer, 
a court of equity •vpould compel a com- 
pliance with this 'contract 
But the 


city could not ask'jthis on behalf of 
any consumer 
Under the provisions 


of the franchise ordinance, the citizen 
is left powerless to do anything except 
take, gas at a flat ratp dictated by the 
company or take it by meter under the 
ordinance. He may demaad^gas under 
the ordinance by meteor rates, he may 
plead for it at flat rates 


Jn the franchise there is no provi' 


rate, i\ho is equipping or showing an 
intention to equip his premises to use 
gas by meter 


Judge Seward said m this connec- 


tion 
"It is utterly impossible for the 


plumbers to uo the work within the 
time, and the court will protect the 
interests of the citizens in that regard, 
and if it is necessary the court will 
grant an injunction.' 


Will Appeal Case. 


Solicitor Smythe said to the Advo- 


cate that he was not satisfied- that the 
position of the city -Was not the cor- 
rect one, and would immediatery ap- 
peal the case, and try it out in the 
higher courts.

franchise ordinance in -using the words 
"shall have the right to charge for 
such gas furnished at the rate of 25 
cents per 1000 cubic feet," does not 
fix either a meter rate or a flat rate.

method,"under the ordinance they had 
the right to do it If the company had

Our idea of the case 


is that the franchise gave the company 
the right of choosing either method, 
and we allege that they did elect to 
use the flat rate method For our in- 
junction we rely upon the well settled 
rule of law, a rule which the courts o 
this state have frequently given effect 
that where a person has the right to 
do a thing in more than one way, anc 
elects to do it a certain way he can 
not afterwards change, although in the 
first instance he would have had the 
right to do it the way proposed by the 
change. 


Those persons who make contracts
